JOBS ESSENTIAL 


IN WINNING WAR 


“We’ll win this war by utilizing 
all of our manpower through truly 
‘selective service’ -selective service 
that selects men best suited to serve 
In the Army, on the farm and in 
essential industries.” 
Those words of M. E. Knouse, 
chairman of Draft Board No. 2. 
summed up the ideas exchanged and 
the policies outlined at a two-hour 
conference liere Friday evening be­ 
tween 18 persons directly concerned 
with manpower problems in this 
county and with the draft in Dis­ 
trict No. 2. 
With Mr Knouse ac ti*’'* as chair­ 
man of the meeting at the request 
of

Snyder. 
Adams 
county 
War Board 
chairman 
at 
whose call the conference was held, 
members of Draft Board No. 2 and 
two of their office staff, members I 
of the county War Board and rep­ 
resentatives of the U 8 
Employ­ 
ment Service met in the War Board 
offices In the Farm Bureau build- ! 
Inf. 
The members and staff of 
Draft Board No. I ‘ at New Oxford 
had been invited to the session but 
did not attend 
“Brail Evaders” 
Tracing the changing trend of 
Selective Service regulations that 
first drained and now seeks to con­ 
serve 
farm 
manpower. Chairman 
Knouse scored the attitude, that he' 
said exists in some quarters, "that 
every boy who asks a draft defer­ 
ment is a draft evader.” 
“The public must understand.” he 
declared, "that when a man is de­ 
ferred to work on a farm his re­ 
sponsibilities and his patriotism arc 
as great as the man w1k> shoulders j 
a gun. and we can’t let the public 
persecute them as draft evaders. 
“Food Is ammunition of war and 
its production is one of our biggest 
problems today. 
Agricultural labor , 
is frozen on the farm now. 
Those 
men in 2-C can’t leave Hic farm 
even lf they wanted to. But follow- 
up investigations will be made to 
find out if they arc carrying out 
their production programs 
The rule 
holds on tile farm as well as the 
factory—It’s eitlier work or fight. 
There can be no laying down on the t 
Job on the farm under the protec­ 
tion of this agricultural deferment.” 
Best Use of Men 
Early in his remarks Mr. Knouse 
observed that the purpose of the 
conference was the formation of a 
policy under which all of the boards 
represented 
can 
accomplish 
Hie 
purpose 
each 
was 
selected 
to 
achieve. 
“We all want to do the 
best job we possibly can and see to 
it that the best and most efficient 
use is made of our manpower in 
tile business of winning this w-ar,” i 
Mr. Knouse asserted. 
He reviewed briefly the responsi­ 
bilities of each board toward tile 
military’ 
and 
civilian 
manpower 
needs and declared that no one 
group ’can blaze a trail of its own 
without regard for tile interest of 
the otliers. 
We must keep In mind 
that we have a selective system and 
we must be prepared to give a satis­ 
factory accounting of our steward­ 
ship.’’ 
Mr. Knouse emphasized that both 
tile War Board and the Draft Board 
must consider each case individual­ 
ly. Tile man Involved must be con­ 
sidered and it must be determined 
not only whether he is needed on 
the job he now fills on a farm but 
whether or not he should leave 
farming and go into industry or into 
the Army, depending on his train­ 
ing and all of tile circumstances in 
the case. 
Farm Labor 
Principal 
attention 
during 
the 
evening was given to the relation 
of farm labor and farm-connected 
industries, 
such 
as 
canning, 
to 
Army service. 
In this connection 
Mr. Knouse said: 
“At tile begin­ 
ning of the war, we had surpluses 
of both men and food but the sit­ 
uation is completely changed now. 
It is only in the last 30 or 60 days 
that the public is beginning to heed 
tile year-old warning that ‘food will 
win the war and write Hie peace.’ 
There is nothing produced agricul­ 
turally in Adams county that does 
not appear on the list of essential 
products. We have a definite job to 
do here and its importance will in­ 
crease as long as the war lasts.” 
Mr. Knouse several times stressed 
the importance of close cooperation 
between the Draft and War Boards 
in follow up work on deferred men 
to see to it that they are really pro­ 
ducing on the farms. 
“They can’t 
stay on the farm if they don’t work. 
If they don’t produce, they’ll be in­ 
ducted into the Army,” he declar­ 
ed.

NEWLY NAMED 


Plans for a school of instruction 
for air raid wardens named since 
the 1942 sessions were held and for 
women who are being named as 
auxillary wardens were outlined at 
Hie January meeting of the G et-!

W ith a prospective enrollment of 
about 125. the air rain wardens’ 
classes will open for a six-hou**

I> Roy H. W inebrcrner, chairm an 
of the council, said that approxi­ 
mately IOO local wardens already 
have completed Hie required 10- 
hour standard training course in 
first aid and that after the w ard­ 
ens’ course is completed next month, 
a new schedule of first aid classes 
will be worked out locally.

At a meeting Thursday evening 
of the executive committee of the 
county USO organization the final 
report of the treasurer, Mrs. Ellen

definitely “ on the way.” 
Tile executive group voted to re­ 
tain locally $750 for a tem porary 
period pending the possible develop- 
m ent of a necessity for conducting 
USO programs or a USO center lo­ 
cally. 
In the event th a t need does 
not arise, the IO per cent retained 
by the county organization will be 
forwarded to national headquart­ 
ers. 
Seek Quality Books 
The new* Victory Book drive will 
stress Hic quality rather than the 
quantity of books to be asked. Dean 
W E. Ttlberg, USO county chair­ 
m an, said and explained th a t an 
initial quota of 1,300 volumes for 
this county later was cancelled with 
the Instructions to "disregard quotas 
and stress quality.”

rags, discarded silk, rayon and nylon 
hosiery.

effort to gather salvage m aterial on 
their own properties and in their 
communities and put It to work 
to help bring an early Allied vic­ 
tory.” 
Machinery for the new campaign 
Is to be organized by next Friday, j 
Mr 
Benson said, and designated 
the 
last 
Saturdays 
of 
January, j 
February and 
March as Salvage 
Collection Days. 
Carload of Tin 
By the end of March the Salvage 
chairm an hopes to have a carload 
of tin cans ready for shipm ent from 
this county. 
To put the cans in ; 
shape to be handled efficiently and 
to be of value at the “de-ttnning ' j 
pl an Us, housewives are asked to cut 
open both ends of the can. turn 
ends in. flatten the can with her ; 
foot and remove the label before 
turning it in to the Scrap heap. 
Each of the chairm en in the 23 
.salvage districts in the county are 
to designate a .salvage collection 
point in their community—there will ' 
be four such points in Gettysburg. 
Persons with cans, scrap metal. : 
rubber, waste paper and rags are 
being asked to take their scrap to 
those collection points while drv 
goods and clothing stores will be 
collection points for the discarded 
hosiery. 
Countians who wish to sell their J 
scrap may do so but the weight of 
the scrap sold should Ik* reported 
to the respective community chair­ 
men so th at it can be counted in the 
community scrap totals. Mr. Benson 
said. 
Proceeds of the sale ol the donat­ 
ed scrap will be divided between the 
USO and the Red Cross and other 
agencies as directed by the com­ 
m unity committee. 
Mr. Benson stressed today the 
urgency of the need for gathering 
ail of the faUs possible because of I 
their importance in the m anufacture 
of am m unition. Farm ers in the cur­ 
rent butchering season are urged 
to make excess fats available to the 
salvage drive. 
M eat dealers con­ 
tinue to serve as collection agents 
for the laUs program. 
Mr. Benson urges each chairm an 
to re-organize his group so that | 
“every member has a job to do and 
every job is carried through.” 
Mr. Benson announced today the 
resignation of Pius I. Topper as 
M cSherrystown^ Salvage chairm an. 
Mr. Topper was inducted into the 
U 5. Army today. “Mr. Topper did an 
outstanding job for the salvage pro­ 
gram in M cSherrystown,” Mr. Ben­ 
son declared.

Moscow*. Jan. 9 (AP)—Three Rus­ 
sian Armies forged through the Don 
river basin closer to Rostov and the 
Red Army of the Caucasus scored 
new gains yesterday th a t shaped a 
pincers closing against the rail cen­ 
ter of Georglevsk, Soviet authorl- 
j ties announced today. 
The drive toward Rostov was re­ 
ported farthest advanced where the 
troops of Lieut. Gen. Constantin

Many years ago a subscriber to 
the Ontario (Canada) Argus wrote 
a letter asking for the best place 
to bury a dog. Ben Hur Lam pm an, 
the brilliant essayist and poet of 
the Oregonian at Portland, Oregon, 
took it upon himself to answer that 
inquiry. And this is what he sug­ 
gested: 
“We would say to the Ontario 
man that there are various places 
in which a dog may be buried. We 
are thinking now of a setter whose 
coat was flame in the sunshine, and 
who, so far as we are aware, never 
entertained a mean or an unworthy 
thought. 
This setter is buried be­ 
neath a cherry tree, under four feet 
of garden loam, and at its proper 
season the cherry strews petals on 
the green lawn of his grave. 
Be­ 
neath a cherry tree, or an apple, 
oir any flowering shrub of the gar­ 
den, is an excellent place to bury 
a good dog. 
Beneath such trees, 
such shrubs, he slept in the drowsy 
summer, or gnawed at a flavorous 
bone, or lifted head to challenge 
some strange intruder. 
These are 
excellent places in life or death.” 
Later in his essay, however, Mr. 
Lampman suggested that the best 
place to bury a dog is “in the heart 
of his master.” 
It would be interesting to know 
how many hearts in the world con­ 
tain the burial ground of some be­ 
loved dog.

ADMIRAL SEES 
“LONG, TOUGH" 
BATTLE AHEAD

porters he still held to his previously 
voiced opinion the war would to* 
“long and tough’* but that next year 
"we will be coming along with such 
power th at we can afford to smash 
in anywhere.” 
Home for consultations, Stark as­ 
serted that the whole problem of the 
war’s conduct now “comes down to 
shipping and in that respect the 
greatest menace is the submarine.” 
Present shipping losses, he observed, 
“are something to be mighty un­ 
comfortable about.”

OF MARTIN TO 
BE QUIET FETE 


Harrisburg, Jan. 9 (AP)—General 
Edward M artin’s inauguration Jan. 
19 as Pennsylvania’s first new gov­ 
ernor 
to take office 
during 
an 
American war will be witnessed by 
a crowd reflecting the grimness of 
wartime.

HEAD OF FAMILY EXEMPTION 
A single person, or a married per­ 
son not living with husband or wife, 
to entitled to a personal exemption 
of $1,200 for the yr ar if he can 
qualify as head of a family. A head 
of family to “an individual who 
actually supports and m aintains in 
one household one or more in­ 
dividuals who are closely connect­ 
ed with him by blood relationship, 
relationship by marriage or by adop­ 
tion, and whose right to exercise 
family control and provide for these 
dependent individuals to based upon 
some moral or legal obligation.” 
Examples of head of family status 
would be a widower or widow who 
maintained a home for a depend­ 
ent child, or a son who supported 
and maintained a household for a 
dependent father or mother. 
In 
order to meet the test of actual sup­ 
port and maintenance as head of 
a family, the benefactor must fur­ 
nish more than one-half of the sup­ 
port and maintenance. 
Tile term “in one household” ordi­ 
narily means under one roof, but if 
a father is absent on business or 
a child or other dependent is away 
at school, or on a visit, the com­ 
mon home being still maintained, 
the head of family exemption would 
still apply. Where a parent ii oblig­ 
ed to maintain his dependent chil­ 
dren with relatives or in a board­ 
ing house while he lives elsewhere, 
the additional exemption may still 
apply. 
If, however, without neces­ 
sity, the 
dependent 
continuously 
makes his home elsewhere, his bene­ 
factors to not the head of a family 
irrespective of the question of sup­ 
port. 
The term ‘‘closely connected by 
blood relationship’’ applies to a per 
son’s progenitor’s and 
lineal de 
seendants, to his brothers or sis­ 
ters. whether by the whole or half 
blood, and to his uncles, aunts, nep­ 
hews, and nieces. 
Irrespective of 
any legal obligation of the tax 
payer to support such dependent 
relatives, a moral obligation to do 
so exists, and if the individual is 
actually supporting and m aintain­ 
ing in one household relatives of 
this degree he is entitled to head 
of family exemption. 
A taxpayer to coasidered to be 
“closely 
connected 
by 
marriage" 
with his step-sisters and step-bro­ 
thers. but whether 
his right to 
exercise family control and provide 
for these individuals to based upon 
some moral or legal obligation must 
to* decided upon the facts in the 
particular case. 
Th)* same 
con­ 
siderations apply to the status of 
a taxpayer because of support furn­ 
ished to his father-in-law, mother- 
in-law, brother-in-law, and sister- 
in-law*. First cousins by blood, and 
cousins of lesser degree, are not 
regarded as so “closely connected 
by blood relation” as to give rise 
to a head of family exemption. 
A legal guardian who may m ain­ 
tain and supi>ort in his home a de­ 
pendent ward to not entitled to the 
personal exemption as head of a 
family if the ward was not con­ 
nected with him by relationship of 
blood, marriage, or adoption; nor 
to a taxpayer entitled to exemption 
as head of a family by virtue of 
maintenance and support of a child 
not legally adopted

Tile Allied world 
swallowed a lot of th at medicine 
last winter and if it did no great 
harm it was no contribution to Al­ 
lied victory either. 
Unhappy Plight 
However, even if we take the 
news from inside Europe wtih all 
due skepticism , there can be little 
doubt that the plight of those 
states, including Italy, which more 
or less voluntarily hitched their 
vehicles to the Hitler star to one 
of the unhappiest in this tragic 
world. Not th at it need excite pity. 
For most of them there was another 
choice, the one taken by Yugoslavia 
and Greece. Tragic as was the fate 
of those two small kingdoms there 
remains to them a t least hope of a 
victory that will restore their free­ 
dom. Such hope to dying in coun­ 
tries like Rumania and Hungary. 
if we can believe only a fraction of 
the news from those lands. 
Take the case of Rumania. Prob­ 
ably the fear of Germany’s appar­ 
ently all-conquering might was as 
important as greed among the mo­ 
tives that prompted Rumania to 
join the Axis. Take away that con­ 
fidence in Hitler’s invincibility and 
little remains, neither Bessarabia 
nor Bucovina nor any other of the 
spoils the Nazi fuehrer promtoed. 
No Axis Triumph 
None of Hitler’s allies has better 
reason now to question the promise 
of an Axis triumph. 
Not even the 
Italians in Africa have paid the 
terrible price for their German al­ 
liance that has been exacted from 
the Rumanians in Russia. 
Ru­ 
m ania’s contribution to the “cru­ 
sade against Bolshevism” has been 
larger than th at of any of the other 
satellites. 
It to estimated that she 
sent at least 30 divisions, the flower 
and the greater part of her army, 
into the drive across the Ukraine 
to the Volga. 
Now* it appears that 
at least half of these have been 
routed or trapped and the others 
savagely punished. 
Moreover 
Rumania 
still 
fears 
th at Hungary, emboldened by the 
melting aw*ay of the Rumanian 
army in Russia, will resume her 
efforts to recover all Transylvania.. 
Arrests, Executions 
Tills is the background against 
which w*e read Swiss reports of a 
new iron guard plot to overthrow 
Marshal Antonescu’s Nazi regime, 
of thousands of arrests and scores 
of executions, of widespread suffer­ 
ing, defeatism and demands for 
peace. Some of the details may be 
distorted but the general picture of 
a most unhappy, hopeless people 
can not be far wrong. 
When the Germ an power began 
to break up in 1918 it was the 
satellite 
states 
th at 
went 
first, 
Turkey, Bulgaria and finally Aus­ 
tria. 
This war, of course, does 
not always follow the pattern of 
the last and it is dangerous to base 
predictions 
on 
1918. 
Moreover, 
neither Rumania nor any of the 
others has dropped out yet, much 
as they might like to. and it is 
certain that Hitler, who knows his 
1918 history as well as any man, 
has taken measures to prevent de­ 
fections or to minimize their effects 
if they must come. But he can not 
be happy over the state of morale 
in Italy, Rumania and the rest.
